This letter concerns the above-referenced Freedom of Information Act request received by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency on February 14, 2018, which requested a copy of 
“[t]ravel vouchers for EPA Administrator Scott Pruitt for travel from July 16, 2017 through 
February 13,2018.” 
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A search of the EPA’s Office of the Administrator for records responsive to your request 
produced 188 pages of records. Portions of these records are being withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 
§ 552(b)(6) Personal Privacy Information and 552(b)(7)(c) Law Enforcement-Personal Privacy. 
The portions of records are exempt from disclosure because they contain personal information 
which would and/or could be an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy if released or which 
could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of an individual.
